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Garden brought back to life

THE garden area at the entrance to South Street car 
park in Crewkerne has been brought back up to stan¬ 
dard afte months of planning, thanks to a team effort 
between the town and district councils, the local 
community and businesses. 

Following an agreement between the town council 
and David James of Marshall James Garden Devel¬ 
opment Ltd, the much neglected eyesore has been 
opened up and re-designed to be low maintenance 
and low level, with colour and interest throughout 
the year. 

Sponsorship of the planting came from individuals, 
local businesses and organisations, including Stokes 
Partnership, Chalmers and Co, Crewkerne United 
Dramatic and Theatrical Society, Crewkerne and Dis¬ 
trict Twinning Association and A Better Crewkerne 
and District, as well as the the town and district coun¬ 
cils. 

The site had been a bone of contention for many 
years, with maintenance being the biggest problem, 
but Mr James came forward and as well as the re¬ 
planting, will maintain the area free of charge in the 
future in exchange for a sign advertising his services. 

Stones were brought to the site from the sensory 
garden, originally set up at Bowhayes but constantly 
vandalised and un -maintained. The original bench 
has been retained and another is due to be added. 

Mr James said he had received a lot of positive 
feedback from residents and, although he had to plant 
later than he would have liked due to the hard land-

scaping, was on the whole pleased 
with the result. 

There was still a little tidying to be 
done, the ivy on the back wall will be 
removed when it has died off and the 
new planting has wilted a bit but will 
pick up. Mr James is now hoping for 
rain, having already had to bring a 
bowser to the area to soak it down be¬ 


cause the mulch to be provided by the 
council had not yet arrived. 

He said it had not been the easiest 
area to work as, being the site of the 
old almshouses, there were still re¬ 
mains of the buildings not far under 
the soil and the beds were quite shal¬ 
low.

PUPILS from Tatworth Primary School played 
Second World War evacuees for the last time be¬ 
fore the conflct is take off the school curriculum. 

The school has organised an “evacuation expe¬ 
rience” for children studying WWII for several 
years, thanks to the reinstatement of the Stop 
Line Way between Chard and Ilminster, a defin- 
sive line used to prevent an enemy’s advance 
from the West, but this year’s event was the last 
as the cirriculum is soon to change. 

Children were asked to arrive at school dressed 
as an evacuee, but were not told why. They spent 
the morning playing the part, learning the “three 
Rs” of reading, writing and arithmetic and other 
old fashioned teaching methods. 

In the afternoon they were taken to Chard 
Reservoir to join the Chard to Il min ster Stop Line 
Way. The pupils and staff walked the route of the

old railway, now a cycle path, as if travelling on 
a train and, under the instruction of Air Raid Pre¬ 
cautions Warden “Colonel Trotter”, were quizzed 
on the wartime installations visible along the 
way. 

Their journey ended at the Donyatt Halt plat¬ 
form, re-opened in its restored condition with the 
original sign in June 2009, with the unveiling of 
a statue of evacuee Doreen Ash, by the lady her¬ 
self. The statue was made by Chard artist Ian Ed¬ 
wards whose own grandfather, Billy Garrett, was 
evacuated to Donyatt at the same time as Doreen. 

The children were unaware that their parents 
would be waiting on the platform for them, also 
dressed in period clothes, and went along with the 


billeting process of the colonel. The stern faced 
official picked out the children one by one, sug¬ 
gesting that some were better than others to take 
away. 

Donyatt Halt was built in 1928 and the Taunton 
Stop Line was built by the army in 1940 to con¬ 
tain any Nazi German invasion of the South 
West. The defences ran for 50 miles from Burn¬ 
ham to Seaton and included canals, railways and 
rivers which were made into a continuous anti¬ 
tank obstacle of road blocks and 380 concrete pill 
boxes. 

The railway was closed in 1963 and became 
overgrown, then in 2000 the county council 
began the first section of the Sustrans cycle route 
33 and a group of local volunteers worked on the 
restoration of the halt.

Howto Wash Your Hair 

THE RIGHT WAY 


YOU may do it practi¬ 
cally every day, but do 
you really know how to wash your hair 
the right way? Using the correct tech¬ 
niques can make a world of difference 
in your hair's health, bounce and shine 
- but if you're making some common 
mistakes, you could be damaging your 
strands without even knowing it. We 
asked two of New York's foremost hair 
pros, hair stylist Nunzio Saviano of 
Nunzio Saviano Salon in New York and 
Kyle White, lead colorist at Oscar 
BlandiSalon, to share their best tips for 
lathering up, the right way. 

1. START WITH A RINSE - Just like 
your laundry needs a rinse cycle be¬ 
fore you add detergent, hair should be 
thoroughly wet before you add your 
shampoo."Hot water will open the cu¬ 
ticle, which is good for removing any 
dirt or product trapped in the hair," 
says White. Another bonus: "When 
your hair is rinsed in warm water, it 
loosens the oils through the scalp and 
opens the cuticle so it is able to absorb 
the oil" in your conditioner, says Sa¬ 
viano. 

2. IF YOU HAVE LONG HAIR, 
CONDITION FIRST -Yes, really!"If you 
have hair beneath the shoulders, pro¬ 
tect fragile ends from drying out and 
further damage by running a small 
amount of conditioner through them 
and lightly rinsing, before any sham¬ 
pooing. This will not only keep ends 
healthy, it will fill any holes in the cuti¬ 
cle with moisture, making it smoother 
and boosting shine," says White. 

3. LATHER UP, BUT ONLY AT THE 
SCALP - "You only need to shampoo 
the hair at the scalp, particularly at the 
nape," Saviano says. 

White agrees.'The best way to lather 
up is from roots to ends. The hair clos¬ 
est to the scalp is the youngest and 
will inevitably be the oiliest, while the 
end of the hair is the oldest and usu¬ 
ally driest, most fragile part of the hair." 

Don't use more shampoo than you 
need; both Saviano and White say that 


a quarter-sized amount 
of shampoo is enough. 
If your hair is particularly long or thick, 
go ahead and double that. 

4. BE GENTLE! - Friction can perma¬ 
nently damage your hair's cuticle, 
leading to breakage and frizz. Think 
about washing your hair like you hand 
wash your delicates - very carefully. 

"Start your lather at the roots," says 
White. "Increase blood flow to the 
scalp and stimulate hair growth by 
using vertical strokes with medium 
pressure." Don't use circular motions, 
which can tangle your hair. 

Next, "Smooth the lather over the 
ends in a straight stroking motion," 
White advises. "Do not scrub the frag¬ 
ile ends or use a back and forth motion 
like you're washing a rag on a wash¬ 
board." 

5. DON'T RINSE AND REPEAT - 

Despite what the instructions on the 
back of your shampoo bottle may say, 
there's no need to wash your hair 
twice. "Avoid stripping the hair by 
doing one shampoo only, which is 
usually sufficient," says White. "Unless 
the hair is extremely dirty and the first 
shampoo didn't produce a lather," in 
which case, go ahead and lather up 
one more time. 

6. ADD CONDITIONER FROM THE 
MID-LENGTHS TO THE TIPS - After 
you've rinsed out your shampoo, 
"squeeze some of the water out of the 
hair before you put in the conditioner," 
says Saviano. "Then clip your hair up 
and finish showering, leaving the con¬ 
ditioner rinse out for the final step of 
your shower." The longer the condi¬ 
tioner stays on your hair, the better it 
absorbs. Don't put conditioner at the 
roots of your hair; the natural oil from 
your scalp is more concentrated there. 

7. FINISH WITH A COLD WATER 
RINSE - "Cold water will shut the cuti¬ 
cle tight, sealing the shingle-like outer 
layer, which will cause it to reflect the 
most light and give off the most shine," 
says White.

plied to each pressure 
point and, where there 
are corresponding phys¬ 
ical problems, the client 
may experience some 
slight discomfort and/or 
the therapist may feel 
some blockages in the 
area. For example, when 
the practitioner touches 
the reflex point that cor¬ 
responds to the gall 
bladder, if the client has 
a problem with that 
organ, then some dis¬ 
comfort may be felt in 
the foot.

The first race was a steeple¬ 
chase relays with four members of each 
team taking turns to negotiate the uphill 
course and then running back to tag the 
next team member. 

The second race was over the same 
course but included a hobby horse which 
was supposed to be kept between the legs 
of the competitors at all times. With a vari¬ 
ety of rather improvised "horses" the race 
soon descended into anarchy, creating a 
good laugh for competitors and spectators 
alike. 


The third race involved a "chariot", which 
had to be dismantled into three pieces, car¬ 
ried through the maze, reassembled and 
then pushed and ridden to the finish. The 
vehicles ranged from barrows and barrels 
to wheelie bins and specially welded cre¬ 
ations. 

The final race was named the Grand Na¬ 
tional and included an extra couple of 
jumps and a water bath at the end, again 
run as a relay. The team members each had 
to carry an egg throughout and get it back 
un cracked at the end. 

The family fun event raised funds for the 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance with a 
collection on the gate.

Lions Summer Fete 


FORMER paratrooper and military photographer 
Chris Andrew is exhibiting a selection of his photo¬ 
graphs taken during his 12 year photography career, 
at llminster Arts Centre's Cafe Gallery, until Saturday, 
May 31st. 

The exhibition will provide an insight into the di¬ 
verse experiences of our soldiers, and includes work 
from deployments in East Timor, 2003 Iraq War and 
training around the world. Chris hopes the exhibi¬ 
tion will raise awareness of the excellent work done 
by the charity Help for Heroes. 

Chris has a strong connection with the charity, as 
like his father, Chris served for 24 years in the Army, 
and his son is currently serving in The Parachute 
Regiment. The exhibition came about after a visit to 
a Help for Heroes Recovery Centre at Tedworth 
House, Tidworth. Inspired by the amazing work 
being done for injured service men and women, he 
shared the experience with friends and his friend 
Claire suggested they all get together to do some¬ 
thing positive to raise more money, as Chris explains: 

"We went to the H4H website and looked at the 
options; before we knew it, and aided by more red 
wine, 3 of us had signed up and paid a deposit to 
join the Puffing Pedallers bike ride." 

"We are going to cycle from Tedworth House, Tid¬ 
worth, to the Mall in London, and June 6th and 7th 
we will be joining 2,500 cyclists, from other UK 
towns, and Brussels. We have raised around £2000 
but hope the exhibition will raise a few more pounds 
and keep H4H in the public eye, especially because 
although all troops will be out of Afghanistan by the 
end of this year, the wounded will need help for the 
rest of their lives; legs and arms don't grow back!"

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The use of colour in your home 


COLOUR is perhaps the most personal 
and dramatic statement you can make 
in your home.

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Wall to wall advice 


Wallpaper as a concept may 
have come back into fashion - 
but that doesn't mean every de¬ 
sign of it is. So if your home is a 
nightmare of swirly, flowery or 
textured wallpaper (unless that's 
your taste, of course), what can 
you do about it? 

Painting over the wallpaper is 
the easiest option, and using a 
basecoat emulsion - Crown 
Paints does a good one - will 
make it easier still. Basecoats 
are designed to cover patterns 
and strong colours in fewer 
coats than it would take with 
standard emulsion, saving you 
time and effort. 

The problem with painting over 
wallpaper, especially if it's been 
up for years, is that it will even¬ 
tually start to come away from 
the wall, often at the seams. If it 
has already begun to do this, 
you can remove the affected 
sections of wallpaper with a 
craft knife and cover the miss¬ 
ing bits with filler - although this 
isn't a great long-term solution. 
You can also simply paint tex¬ 
tured wallpaper, but this only 
works if you like the texture. 
Textured wallpaper was often 
used in the past to cover up 
less-than-perfect walls, so if 
you do decide to get rid of it, be 
prepared to do some replaster¬ 
ing (especially as plaster can 
come away with the wallpaper 
when you strip it off). 

If you can't face the cost and 
mess of replastering, filler (or, in 
the worst cases, plaster repair 
and skim products) can work 
wonders, but this filling and 
then sanding can be very time- 
consuming and will only go so 
far. 

Some walls are beyond repair, 
unless you line or replaster 
them, and even then you often 
have to fill and sand, especially 




if the plasterer before you has 
been a bit sloppy. 

Newly plastered walls and ceil¬ 
ings can develop hairline cracks, 
especially over lath and plaster 
or if the plaster is 'force' dried 
with heat, in which case lining 
paper or wallpaper will hold in 
the cracks. Alternatively, Poly¬ 
cell Flexible Gap Polyfilla (£2.89, 
amazon.co.uk) is the best filler 
I've found to keep hairlines 
cracks looking at their best. 

If you opt for lining paper, 
paste-the-wall 
ones are the 
easiest to use, 
as you simply 
apply wallpa¬ 
per paste to 
the wall with a 
brush or roller 
and then hang 
the paper. You 
don't have to 
wait for the 
paste to soak 


into the paper and you don't 
have to grapple with soggy 
lengths of paper. 

While replastering gives a better 
finish, thick lining paper can be 
used to improve the appear¬ 
ance of lumpy walls - that said, 
the lumps and bumps will still 
be noticeable if light falls across 
them (lamps are one of the 
worst offenders). 

Blown plaster (plaster that's 
spongy and moves slightly 
when pressed on) can also be 
held in place with lining paper, 
as long as you don't put any 
weight, such as tiles, shelves, or 
coat hooks, on it. 

If your walls have seen better 
days in terms of smoothness, 
the best way to enhance un¬ 
even walls is to use a chalky or 
flat-matt emulsion. Paint with 
any kind of sheen, such as silk 
emulsion, will emphasise the 
flaws, so avoid it at all costs.

Crewkerne's Priest bidding for GB call-up 


CREWKERNE-based sports lecturer 
Tom Priest has been selected to repre¬ 
sent Team GB in the European 
Aquathlon Championships later this 
month in Germany. 

The 27-year-old Weymouth College 
sports lecturer hopes that a good re¬ 
sult in the event to be held in Cologne 
on May 31st will see him selected to 
represent Team GB at the World Cham¬ 
pionships, due to take place in Edmon¬ 
ton, Canada in August. 

Similar to the triathlon but without 
the cycling section, the Aquathlon is a 
dual-discipline race consisting of a 
1,000 metre open-water swim fol¬ 
lowed by a 5,000 metre run.

"As the sport is self-funded it can cost 
quite a bit to compete, which is why 
I'm really grateful to the Weymouth 
College for its encouragement and 
support, and for agreeing to sponsor 
me to race in Cologne. Obviously, I 
hope to bring home a medal!" 

Priest's selection for Team GB is also 
great news for Weymouth College, 
which is one of only five colleges in the 
UK ranked 'outstanding'for sport.
